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Applicants herewith respond to the Examiner's Amendment included with the Notice of 
Allowability mailed June 9, 2006. The Examiners proposed amendment to claims 1 and 9 are 
acceptable to Applicants. However claim 17 included with the Notice of Allowability does not 
correctly reflect the latest version of claim 17 , as discussed between the Examiner and Applicants 
attorney Jeffrey Wax on May 25, 2006. 

Applicants believe that the amendment to claim 17, as shown in the Examiners amendment with 
the Notice of Allowability, was a simple oversight by the Examiner in copying claim 17. It is 
believed that the Examiners amendment was intended to amend claim 17 consistent with the 
amendments to claims 1 and 9. This was not done to claim 17 by the Examiners amendment.
